Among  the  surrounding  spectators  interested  in  the 
passing  scene  are  three  boorsyone  of  whom,  wearing  a purplish  jacket  and  a red  cap, 
sits  on  a form  with  a pipe  in  his  hand ; another  is  raising  his  replenished  glass  to  the 
health  of  his  companions  ; on  the  same  side,  but  nearer  the  front,  are  two  children 
playing  with  a terrier  dog  close  to  a cask  and  a stool.  A social  group  of  four  persons, 
may  also  be  noticed  under  the  shade  of  the  trellis-work,  and  in  addition  to  these  are  an 
old  man  seated  near  a tilted  cart  with  a jug  in  his  hand,  and  the  mirth-stirring  fiddler 
mounted  on  a tub.  The  more  distant  scenery  exhibits  a continuation  of  the  village.

In  the  centre  of  the  court  are  three  women  and  two  men  dancing, 
in  a ring,  to  the  music  of  a bagpipe,  played  by  a man  standing  under  a lofty  tree.  On 
the  left,  in  front,  is  a company  of  thirteen  persons,  disposed  round  a table ; amongst 
whom  is  a man  in  a yellow  jacket,  with  his  arm  round  a woman’s  neck.  On  the  farther 
side  of  the  table  are  the  landlord  and  a woman,  the  former  standing  at  the  door  of  the 
house,  and  the  latter  just  within  it ; beyond  these  is  a large  company  regaling  under  a 
penthouse,  and  others  in  chat  n^ar  it.
